E. Germans Reds Halt Des pots Onl y 
Say 19,064 By Sword, Dulles Says 


Are Freed | 


WEIMAR, East Germany, June 
21 ‘#—Communist East Germany 
fell in line with Soviet post-Stalin 
policy of ‘‘liberality’’ today by an- 
nouncing the release of 19,064 
prisoners from Red jails. The 
move came as the Russians com-' 
pleted a two-day withdrawal from 
East Germany of troops said to 
total 33,500. 

Both the Soviet troop. with- 
drawal and the release of prison- 
ers were designed to win world 
support for the East German 
regime. 

Western authorities have called 
the troop withdrawal a propa- 
ganda show. West German agen- 
cies also had reservations about 
the release of prisoners. 

When the Red regime an- 
nounced that the prisoners were 
being released, it appeared at 
first that most were jailed on 
political charges. The announce- 
ment said that 15,065 of them had 
been sentenced because of the 
*‘cold war waged by the imperia- 
listic powers and the West Ger- 
man Federal Republic.’’ 

The text, however, mentioned 
thieves, black marketeers, specu- 
lators and those who ‘“‘disturbed 
the people’s economy.” 

West Berlin’s League of Free 
Jurists, an anti-Communist body 
with underground contacts in the 
East, charged that most of those 
released were ordinary criminals 
and not those jailed for anti- 
Communistic activities. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 21 (?—Secretary of State 


Dulles declared today that t 


he key weakness of the So- 


viet Communist system is its “inability to liquidate its 


own evil leadership.”’ 

Only by violence or death can it 
rid itself of leaders who abuse 
their power, he told more than 
5,000 delegates at the closing ses- 
sion of Kiwanis International con- 
vention.

Secretary of State Dulles is a difficult 
man to follow. Last week he was reas- 
suring the country that the Communist 
menace is well in hand. Yesterday he 
made a slashing and somewhat frantic 
attack on the new Kremlin bosses which 
prove that it isn’t well in hand. 

It is obvious that the second approach 
is the correct one. Stalin’s successors have 
admitted the most dastardly crimes in 
history—crimes which they are asking the 
world to blame on Stalin. 

Meanwhile, the system is the same. 


But Mr. Dulles’ speeches and frequent 
changes of pace do not hide the essential 
fact that he hasn’t found an answer to 
the new direction of Russian aggression. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson said re- 
cently that the United States had no in- 
tention of trying to match Soviet military 
strength. This came as a shock to many 
who had believed that our security 
pended upon maintaining comparable 
force, especially in the aur. 

Yesterday it was reported that the 
United States was ready to bow out of 
the Aswan Dam picture in Egypt rather 
than try to top a Soviet offer to build 
this gigantic structure which will have 
so much bearing on the future of the 
Middle East. 

These two matters are of deep con- 
cern in view of the Soviet Union's open 
challenge of “competitive coexistence” 
with the West. Presumably this chal- 
lenge has been accepted but when it 
comes to competition, are we throwing in 
the sponge’? 

Migs flew overhead last week as the 
British flag came down over Suez. The 
hypocritical the Kremlin 
against colonialism continues while the 
Communists maintain the most cruel 
colonial system on earth. It continues 
while millions of slave laborers still are 
held in concentration camps and while

‘Communist leaders brazenly admit that 


millions of people were murdered need- 
lessly to serve Communist purposes. 

Mere speeches denouncing commu- 
nism provide no positive answer to the 
newer and dangerous tactics of Stalin's 
successors.

“The nature of civil defense is such 
that if there ever are attacks on Ameri- 
can cities, civil defense directors who 
survive the blasts will be hung publicly,” 
one of them is quoted as having said re- 
cently. 

And that’s just about the situation 
with the country’s civil defense efforts 
with the exception of the bright spots here 
and there where volunteers make up the 
Jack of interest by officials and the public 
in general.

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Why Is The Steel Industry 
Another Crisis? 


Our Union has been handed a “Take it or leave it’ ulti- 
matum by the Steel Industry. Because the daily life of 
every American may be affected by its consequences, let 
me answer a few questions. 


WHAT ARE THE TERMS OF THE “TAKE IT OR LEAVE IT” 
OFFER? 


First of all they offer us a take home pay increase of a nickel- 
an-hour. With that we must accept the Industry’s demand 
for a five-year contract which provides less benefits each 
year than we have negotiated in the past from year to year. 
Also, the Industry would require each worker to contribute 
one and one half cents per hour more for insurance. One paid 
holiday is offered, but not until 1957. An additional half- 
week of vacation for a minority of workers—but not until 
1958. One penny an hour more is offered for work on the 
late shifts—but not until 1958. Instead of double time for 
Sunday work, which is now general practice in American 
Industry, they offer eighty cents extra for Sunday work— 
but not until July, 1959. Believe it or not, to a retiring Steel- 
worker of thirty years service, they offer in 1987, a pension 
not quite equal to pensions now being paid in the Can 
Industry. 


CAN THE STEEL INDUSTRY AFFORD THE BENEFITS WE ASK? 


The Industry’s attitude surely cannot be due to its finaricial 
position: Let’s take a look at the profits in steel for 1950. 
After taxes, the profit of the Steel-Industry was over 1 BIL- 
LION DOLLARS for the year. This amounts to $21,000,000.00 
every week of the year. Or, over $3,000,000.00 every day of 


the year. Remember, after taxes, profits hit an all-time high. 


WHY DOES THE INDUSTRY FAIL TO CONSIDER GREATER 


OUTPUT PER-EMPLOYEE? 


Even the Steel Companies. do not deny the validity of the 
government's figures which reveal a year-by-year growth 
in the form of greater production per employee. Because of 
this consistent growth in production, higher wages and 
salaries are not a luxury. They are a necessity. Without ris- 
ing earnings people cannot buy increased quantities of goods. 
If the American people cannot buy what is produced, the 
outcome is obvious. It is precisely to avoid this situation 
which we have faced in the past, that a steady rise in wages 
is an absolute necessity if we are to keep our nation pros- 
perous. In the Steel Industry last year, the rise in produc- 
tivity broke all previous records. It was a startling 11 per 
cent. For every one hund¢ed tons of steel produced by the 
average Steelworker in 1954, he produced one hundred and 
eleven tons in 1955. This is in sharp contrast to the Steel 
Industry’s shameful offer of a five cent increase in net 
wages or about 2 percent. 


WHAT IS THE ANSWER? 


I do not know why the Industry chooses to reward its em- 
ployees’ record-breaking production with a trifling wage 
offer, a substandard contract and insistence that its em- 
ployees gamble on an unknown future for five long years. 
But this I.do know. The proposals made to the Industry by 
the Union on behalf of the Steelworkers are reasonable. The 
Industry can well afford them—and still leave profits at a 
record level. Once again I call upon the leaders of the Steel 
Industry to measure up to their responsibilities to the Steel- 
workers and to the nation. I want the nation to know that 


the United Steelworkers of America stand ready to negotiate, 
through genuine collective bargaining, a fair and reasonable 


settlement before the expiration of our current agreements 


on June 30.

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Love or Perish 


Age Is Test of Love 


By SMILEY BLANTON, M.D. 


CHAPTER XVIII 

It is a familiar trait of human nature that 
men cling as long as possible to the delusion of 
their own indestructibility. In youth none of us 
believes we shall ever grow old, and to the very 
end our unconscious mind cannot conceive of 
our own death. Yet there is a point mid-way in 
life when physiological changes compel us at 
last to admit to ourselves that we, too, must 
succumb to time's inexorable toll. 


‘ The realization comes as a profound shock 
‘and often precipitates a period of intense anxi- 
sety. Unless we have learned to meet life with 
‘a loving heart, we may be overwhelmed at this 
juncture by a morbid depression, the effects 
of which will remain ever after to cripple us in 
‘both body and spirit. 

The unhappiness so often found in middle 
age does not lie in the changes it brings, but 
in our refusal to accept them as a normal part 
of nature's flowing design. At other transitional 
periods of life, we do not question the need for 
anaking the proper readjustments—although the 
bridge from childhood to adolescence, or from 
‘adolescence to maturity, may be inherently 
even more difficult to traverse. 


When we reach the middle years, however, 
men and women are likely to be thrown into a 
state of panic which prevents them from taking 
a balanced view of their problem. They distort 
it beyond its true proportions, and seek strenu- 
ously either to deny or to exaggerate the physi- 
ological changes that occur at this time. 


CRUCIAL ASPECT 


The crucial aspect of middle age lies in the 
fact that it brings an unusually severe test of 
our ability to use love as the guiding force in 
life. In youth we are protected by a blind power 
of love which nature gives indiscriminately to 
all of us. The basic purpose of life, in the bio- 
logical sense, is to create and preserve new 
life. Whatever else we may do, however grossly 
we may distort or violate the proper unfoldment 
of our life’s design, we at least serve love's 
imperious command when we reproduce and 
rear a new creature to take our place after 


we are gone. 
Unconsciously, we all draw impregnable 


i 


strength from our knowledge that this {s so. The 
one great catastrophe we all unconsciously fear 
is that we will love or be deprived of this basic, 
primitive power. 

Here, then, is the special problem, the cen- 
tral anxiety behind the -crisis of middle age. 
We may advance other plausible reasons to 
justify our panic: traditionally, one cites the 
danger of falling victim to illness, neglect, 
loneliness, and all the other handicaps that may 
afflict us in later years. 

FORMIDABLE HAZARDS 

True, these are formidable hazards and may 
one day become real problems for us to solve, 
But at this point we use them merely as pre- 
texts. At bottom, the secret specter which 
haunts our souls so darkly is rather the fear 
that we will be left without the power to re- 
create life. And in our unconscious minds, this 
deprivation takes on an added significance. It 
becomes, psychologically, the equivalent of los- 
ing life itself. 

If we have not learned the deeper and fuller 
meaning of love, we may now be at a loss for 
an effective solution to the problem before us. 
The characteristic disturbances of later life 
often arise because, in our bewilderment, We 
are driven to false paths of behavior whose 
main purpose is rather to avoid or to conceal 
the problem altogether. 


It is typical of many men and women past 
50, for example, to develop a distorted attitude 
toward money. Abnormal behavior centered 
around a morbid concern about money is a 
fictitious method of preserving one’s physical 
and sexual powers. Money, of course, is a 
symbol of all that is valuable in life; over and 
above its actual worth, we ascribe to it a magi- 
cal power that can command the gratification 
of every wish. That is why men and women 
universally use it as a substitute for whatever 
else they may lack in life. 

FORM OF COMPENSATION 

Iliness is another widely adopted form of 
compensation, especially among women. All in- 
telligent physicians know that at least half their 
middle-aged patients come to them mainly for

- Radio Appeal 


~ Saves a Life 


What they call the field of communications—writings, radio, 
television and movies—is said to be a very difficult place to assess 
results. Sometimes the word written or spoken into a microphone 
reaches home in the hearts of numbers of people; sometimes it 
doesn't. Occasionally there is overwhelming evidence that people 
read or heard and were affected, but more often, I suppose, you 
really never know. 

A group of actors who did a series of radio programs during 
Atlanta’s recent observance of Mental Health Week were. more 
fortunate than most. They know of at least one life they saved 
by the story they had to tell. 


It was a series on alcoholism, and I wish I had heard it be- 
cause, from all accounts, it carried a life-saving message straight 
from the heart of an ex-drunk to a girl who was trying to drink 
herself to death. 

The girl was identified to me simply as Patsy R., a young 
office worker who lived in a rooming house near Adamsville and 
who came home from work one afternoon armed with several 

SS bottles of liquor, some wine and the plain intention of suicide by 
Se alcohol. 


“‘Wednesday was the last day Mrs. M. (her landlady) was able 
to talk to Patsy,’’ a man who knew the circumstances wrote 
WAGA's program director, Les Henrikson. ‘‘That was the day 
she locked herself in her room and started to drink in earnest. 
From then on the only way they could tell Patsy was alive was to 
look in the transom above the door. Each time they checked, 
Patsy was progressively drunker and the pile of empty bottles 
grew. ‘By Friday evening it was evident she might really drink 
herself to death, for she was in a deep stupor, mumbling and cry- 
ing out to herself.’’ 


The landlady was concerned . .. and frightened. She hap- 
pened to have the radio on when the program in the mental 
health series came on the air at 10:30 p.m. and she listened to 
it with a kind of desperate intentness, as if it were divine help in 
answer to her prayers. It was the story of a girl called Mary who 
had found help through Alcoholics Anonymous. I don’t know ex- 
actly what the story sald but Cathryn Hayward, who directed it, 
and the actors and actresses who presented it must have been 
inspired. 


Mrs. M. promptly called Alcoholics Anonymous and help was 
on the way. Two members of A.A., a man and his wife, went 
straight to Patsy’s locked door, broke the hook and went in. They 
took her to Grady Hospital for medical care and then to their 
home where they watched over her for the next 18 hours. 

It would be lovely to say Patsy is cured now, but I doubt that 
is true. Members of A.A. are not given to such Sweeping state- 
ments anyhow. They think she has taken a fresh hold on her prob- 
lems and has acquired courage to face life. She goes to meetings 
and has lost her aloneness in friendship with other A.A. mem- 
bers. While she was still in bed they borrowed a tape recording of 
the broadcast—which is available to clubs, organizations and radio 
stations through the Georgia Mental Health office—and took it 
to Patsy’s bedside. 

After she listened to the story her landlady had heard Patsy 
apparently realized that she had a chance. 

“Tf that worfian could stop drinking, so can I,”’ she said. 

Anvhow. er friends feel that Patsy is alive because of that 
radio broadcast. It’s a victory for the appealing story .and the 
actors who portrayed it and for the Georgia Association for 
Mental Health, the Council of Churcltes, the Jaycees, the United 
Church Women and the public health department, who sponsored 
the series.

ERROR OF ALL 


The great error all of us are 
likely to make in middle age is 
to forget this human law, and to 
revert to the conception of love 
in its primitive biological form 
alone! There is a reason for this. 
It is almost as if the change of 
life in men and women uncon- 
sciously compels us to recollect 
an earlier stage of evolution 
when—as in the dayfly or the 
salmon—the parent organism 
dies soon after its mission of re- 
production has been fulfilled. We 
naturally become depressed at 
this time, for the _ biological 
change we undergo revives the 
sense that love has been taken 
from our lives altogether. Yet we 
may successfully move to combat 
our depression as a passing phase 
if we will remember two basic 
truths, 


The first truth is this: Human 
life is not carried out solely on 
a primitive biological level. At 
the human stage of evolution, we 
do not die upon reaching the 
middle phase of life. 


The second truth to remember 
is this: Our opportunities for the 
expression of love in its charac- 
teristically human aspects may 
actually increase as we grow 
older. If we have learned the 
lesson that love’s task merely be- 
gins with the biological creation 
of new life, we can use our 
years of knowledge and skill to 
carry it out in a broader and 
richer manner than ever before. 
We will be conscious of the fact 
that in human life there is no 
end to the need for the arts of 
love, which offer innumerable 
channels of activity. Men and 
women can creafe, invent, pro- 
duce, nurture, and educate un- 
til their very last days on earth! 


WORK ACTIVELY 


It is highly significant that 
men who devote their lives ex- 
clusively to these arts of love 
often work actively to a very 
advanced age, even when 
handicapped by severe infirmi- 
ties. The great Italian painter, 
Titian, lived to the age of 99 
and continued work practically 
until his final year. Dr. Ben- 
jamin M. Duggar discovered 
the ‘‘wonder drug’’ aureomycin 
when he was 71 years old, after 
his compulsory retirement from 
the University of Wisconsin. 


Milton dictated his last poems 
to his daughters “even though” 
he was then completely blind; 
and Beethoven composed his 
last great symphonies and 
quartets when he was totally 
deaf, 


One may object that these 
were exceptional men in the 
history of mankind, and not 


a commodity that society will 
value. Then, too each of us will 
possess the magic device that 
can make the later years of 
life an era of new growth and 
fulfillment.

Ways with Blueberries

There is something old, new and borrowed 
about blueberries. And they are irresistible 
served up as-is or in any one of the three 
fashions. 

Blueberry tarts are an established, old favor- 
ite. Here they are with a slightly new touch. 

You're in for something new with this recipe 
for a fresh, blueberry, vanilla sherbet. 

Borrowed from the idea of making brown 
betty of apples is this innovation for a blue 
betty made with fresh blueberries. 

Try these recipes with fresh berries and file 
them to serve all year using the canned variety. 
BLUEBERRY CREAM TARTS 
1 package vanilla pudding and pie filling mix 

2 cups milk 
6 baked 4-inch tart shell: 
3 cups fresh blueberries 
¥% cup currant jelly, melted 

1. Combine pie filling mix and milk in sauce- 
pan. 2. Cook and stir over medium heat until 
mixture comes to a full boil. 3. Remove from 
heat. Cool five minutes. 4. Pour a scant 144 cup 
of the pudding into each tart shell. (To avoid 
surface film, place rounds of waxed paper di- 
rectly on surface of warm pudding.) Chill. 5. 
Then ‘cover filling with blueberries, using 1% 
cup for each tart. 6. Spoon melted jelly over 
berries, using about two teaspoons for each 
tart. Chill 30 to 40 minutes. Makes six tarts. 

FRESH BLUEBERRY SHERBET 


1 cup fresh blueberries, crushed 
1. Set the freezing compartment of the re- 
frigerator to the coldest point. 2. Soften gelatin 
in the 4% cup cold water and set aside. 3. Mix 
sugar, the one cup water and salt together in 
a saucepan. 4. Heat to boiling point and boil one 
minute. 5. Remove from heat and add lemon 


juice. Mix well. 6. Add softened gelatin and 
stir until gelatin is dissolved. Cool. Add pure 
vanilla extract. Pour into an ice cube tray. 7, 
Place in a freezer or in the freezing compart- 
ment of the refrigerator. 8. Freeze until almost 
firm. Turn into the bowl of an electric mixer, 
9. Add unbeaten egg whites and beat with the 
electric beater until fluffy. 10. Fold in crushed 
blueberries. 11. Pour into the freezing tray. 12. 
Freeze until firm. 13. About 10 minutes before 
serving time, remove the sherbet from the 
freezer to soften slightly. Six to eight servings. 


BLUE BETTY 

14 cup instant nonfat dry milk powder 
% cup flour 
1, cup brown sugar, firmly packed 
1 tso. cinnamon 
% cup butter 
4 cups fresh blueberries, washed and drained 
1, cup orange juice 
1 ths. lemon juice 

1. Combin@ instant nonfat dry milk powder, 
flour, sugar and cinnamon if a bowl; cut in 
butter with two knives or pastry blender until 
mixture resembles coarse cornmeal. 2. Place 
about *4 cup of the blueberries in each of six 
individual baking dishes or place berries in 
8-inch square baking dish. 3. Combine orange 
and lemon juices; pour over blueberries. 4, 
Sprinkle milk mixture over top. 5. Bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) about 30 minutes 
or until crumbs are browned. Serve warm with 
orange sauce.
